b. Apparently graduated froa the Tartu University Law Faculty 
as, i&c^iateiy prior to the Soviet occupation of Estonia, he was 
employed in the States Attorney's cffice in Tartu. At that time he 
reportedly also was a rsserve officer of tbs Estonian army. 

c. When the Soviets arrived la Estonia in 1939, the appointed 
Estonian Judges ware declared hostile to ths Soviet rsglate sod 
undependable. The Soviet ^vauthorltles, with the hlessiogs of the RKVD, 
than appointed Ita own ''reliable** Judgas. Subject waa one cf those 
appoioted by the Soviets; he than servwd as a Judge for the Soviets 
during the entire period of the Soviet occupation of Estonia.
